Dr. O. H. Reynolds asked per- 
mission to erect two-story frame 
dwelling on his lot in South 
Frankfort. Granted. 

Petition asking the council to 
maintain the manual training 
school was read and referred to 
school committee. 

The City Clerk's report showed 
an overdraft of $3,400, and the 
Treasurer's report an overdraft of 
$3,200. 

The City Attorney made his 
report on the question of back 
taxis due from the banks, showing 
that something over $46,000 taxes 
were due for the years '92-93-94. 

Mr. Marshall offered a resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously 
adopted, directing the Attorney 
to take the necessary steps to 
collect the taxes, and to confer 
with the Mayor and finance com 
mittee as to what steps should be 
taken. 

Accounts against sundry per 
sons for building and improving 
sidewalks, were ordered turned 
over to City Marshal for collec- 
tion. 

The question of allowing L. B.

To ft fix a penalty for shooting 
at or wounding any person. 

To fix a penalty for petty larceny

From a Pistol in the Henda 
of Conrad Hertel.

*The act to protect game and 
imall birds passed by the last 
Legislature of Kentucky 'and now 
in effect, makes it unlawful for 
any person, any year, to catch, 
kill, pursue with intent to kill or 
have in possession after being 
caught or killed, such game or I 
birds as follows: Black or fox 
squirrels between February 1 and 
June 15; wild ducks or geese be- 
tween April 1 and August 15; 
woodcocks between February 1 
and June 20, quail, pheasant or 
partridge, between January 1 and 1 
November 15; doves between 
February 1 and August 1; no song 
nseciivorous bird such as 
robins, larks, red, cat or blue 
bird, orioles, thrush, can at any 
time be caught, killed, pursued 
with such intent or be in the 
possession ol any person alter 
oeing caught or killed No per- 
son can at any time catch, kill, or 
take by means ol a net, trap, box or 
snare, any partridge, quail 01 phea 
sant, or have same in possession 
after being so caught, killed or 
taken. No person can rob or de 
stroy bird's nests of any kind ex 
cept those of predatory or destine 
tive nature. 1 hose guilty of uf- 
fenses before mentioned shall be 
fined not less than $5 nor more 
than $25 lor each separate and dis 



tinct offense. Exposing for sale 
such game as birds subjects the 
party so doing to a like fine If 
any officer is satisfied that any of 
the provisions of this law have j 
been violated he shall issue a war- 
rant for the guilty party and cause 
any house, market house, pack- 
age or car to be searched and the 
party in whose possession the 
game or birds are found, arrested. 

The Massif Case Continued. 

The Massie case was called be- 
fore Judge Cram, special Judge, 
last Thursday, and on motion of 
defendant, continued until the 
October term of court. One of 
the reasons was, that Senator Jo 
Blackburn the defendant's attorney, 
was unable to attend this term. 
On the following day a motion was 
made for reduction of the bail, 
but Judge Cram refused to reduce 
it and on Saturday the prisoner 
was returned to the Frankfort jail.
